During  Helena's  stay  here  in  the  States,  her 
parents,  who  operate  a  clothing  factory,  have 
moved  and  she  doesn't  really  know  where  she'll 
live  when  she  returns  on  July  13.

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Our  f^Ss^^SChool  yfear  I98(^J  was  full  of  events  which  made  history-sad 
history  a  lot  of  times.  We  can  all  remember  the  day  that  President  Ronald 
■-Reagan  was  sworn  in  for  the  next  four  yearH  as  well  as  the  day  when  he  got 
shot  at,  with  him  three  others  who  tried  to]7rotect  him.  When  you  think  of 
the  InaugSiPation  Day,  you  will  probably  also  think  of  the  hostages,  the  52 
peopje  who  got  freed  after  444  days  of  captivity  in  Teheran,  Iran.  A  long 
worker's  strike  in  Poland  caused  problems  in  the  Polish  government  as  well  as 
many  fights.  The  most  popular  prince  in  Europe,  Prince  Charles  of  Wales,  32, 
became  engaged  to  Lady  Diana  Spencer,  19. 

The  first  coke  plant  wai  built  in  Red  China  and  France  voted  in  a  new 
president,  a  socialist.  El  Sal)/ador  was  constantly  in  the  news  for  its  brutal  civil 
war  and  the  murders  that  it  involved.  Bobby  Sands  starved  himself  to  death 
after  a  66-day  hunger  strjke  in  Belfast,  Ireland,  when  he  was  fighting  for 
special  political-prisoner  privileges  for  IRA  inmates.  The  world  was  also 
shocked  when  Pope  John  Paul  II  was  shot  during  an  assassination  attempt  in 
Rome,  Italy.  A  very  important  step  in  science  was  taken  when  the  space 
shuttle  "Columbia'  took  off  and  started  an  era  space  travel.  The  fear  in  Atlanta 
was  still  growing  in  May  after  more  than  20  black  children  were  murdered  by 
an  unidentified  person  within  a  few  months. 

Michigan  won  the  Rose  Bowl  in  football,  but  Proposal  "A"  on  tax  cuts  wasn't 
accepted  by  the  majority  of  Michigan's  people.  After  the  summer  the  big 
question  on  TV  was  finally  solved:  Kristin  shot  J.R.  People  went  to  see  'Tess' 
and  'Ordinary  People'  which  both  won  Oscar  awards  and  you  could  listen  to 
Best  of  Times'  by  Styx  and  Another  one  bites  the  dust'  by  Queen  for  several 
months,  as  the  Detroit  Lions  with  Billy  Sims  showed  how  football  is  played. 

Famous  people  that  died:  Joe  Louis,  Steve  McQueen.  Peter  Sellers  and  John 
Lennon,  who  was  assassinated  in  New  York  outside  his  apartment. 

Not  as  sad,  but  equally  important  to  Corunna  students  were  the  prices  that 
went  up.  We  paid  higher  prices  for:  one  stamp  (ISij),  school  lunch  (80c),  a  pair 
of  designer  jeans  ($40).  a  gallon  of  gas  ($1.40)  and  this  yearbook  ($13). 
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
